S.R.O. 272, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the 
National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps (Girls’ 
Division) Rules, 1949, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (Girls’ Division) 

Amendment Rules, 1964. 

2. In rule 24 of the National Cadet Corps (Girls’ Division) Rules, 1949, 

after sub-rule (c), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘‘(cc) Where an officer of the Girls’ Division is transferred to a college 
or school having no unit or vacancy in any unit to absorb her, she 
shall be placed on supernumerary list for a period not exceeding 
one year at the discretion of the Director General, National Cadet 
Corps and such period shall not count towards her seniority for 
promotion in the National Cadet Corps.”

Provided that the rate in respect of Cantonment Board buildings shall be pay- 
able by the occupiers of such buildings at the above rates. 


Provided further that no rate shall be levied on any house building or land. — 

(a) which is connected with the Board’s water supply mains and mains of 

the Public Health Engineering Department of the Government of 
Madhya Pradesh if such connection is not cut off for contravention of 
any of the provisions of the byelaws made under clauses (32), (33) 
and (34) .of section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and 

(b) which is owned leased, hired or appropriated by the Government of 

India in the Ministry of Defence and is used either for military pur- 
poses other than residential purposes or for occupation of persons 
paid from the Defence Servrces Estimates (entitled to supply of 
water at the expense of the Government).
